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Long Path to Successful Connection 
By Marilou Newell 

“In 1996 when I got started with this thing, my 
children were four and five years old. Now their children 
are one and four,” stated Steve Kelleher chairman of the 
Mattapoisett Bike Path Committee. Time does slip into the 
future. 

Kelleher remembered that he had read a 
magazine article that spoke to a state bill that would 
mandate 10% of state Department of Transportation 
spending be allocated for recreational pathways, aka, bike 
paths. Armed with this information, he approached the 
then-seated Board of Selectmen about establishing a bike- 
path committee. 

Kelleher’s thinking at the time was that DOT 
monies would be available for the construction of a bike 
path on the railroad easement. Thus began the long and 
winding road that included decades of meetings, decades 
of planning and decades of grant writing in cooperation 
with the Mattapoisett Friends of the Bike Path. 

Today Kelleher and company are high-fiving. 

The most difficult phase, in terms of engineering, 
dubbed the Shining Tides Bike Path or Phase 1b, was 
opened to the public on April 28 after nearly two years of 
delays. Without fanfare but with a simple turn of a key in 
a padlock, the gates were opened. Select Board member 
Jordan Collyer has promised an official ceremonial 
opening planned for late May. 

Some of those delays can be chalked up to 
COVID-19 shutdowns and pandemic spread, but a 
months-long delay can also be directly attributed to 
engineering decisions that trimmed dollars off the 
state-funded project with the installation of planking 
not previously vetted with the town. Problems with 
the planking were brought to the attention of the Select 
Board by a resident with engineering chops. Upon further

review, the planking was found to be defective. 

As reported by The Wanderer in November 2020, 
Planning Board Administrator Mike Gagne explained the 
series of events that led several community members with 
professional engineering backgrounds to contact Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco with their concerns. Without 
a satisfactory response, Lorenco went from MassDOT to 
Representative Bill Straus for assistance.

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Gagne reported that the planking used between 
the Goodspeed Island beach spanning over the Eel Pond 
breach was of different material than that used in other 
locations. “The planks are warping and the laminated 
material is splitting,” he stated, later explaining that 
MassDOT had looked for “alternative analysis” (cost- 
saving measures) but with Straus’ intervention, the state 
planned to bring in a third-party engineer to evaluate and 
determine if the planks could be saved. 

The planking from Reservation Road to 
Mattapoisett Neck Road was a more costly variety of 
mahogany, whereas the planks used in the beach span 
were laminated pine, said Gagne. 

It appeared that the project had come to a 
standstill. The Select Board, in partnership with Straus, 
was in frequent contact with the DOT. The pandemic 
continued to plague the project as workers became ill. 
Volatile comments posted on Facebook group pages 
prompted Collyer to state at a recent public meeting, 
“This won’t solve anything.” 

Material issues were resolved to the town’s 
satisfaction, but achieving a Memorandum of 
Understanding between the town and the state resulted 
in more delay. Collyer became the Select Board’s point 
person in finding verbiage that would indemnify the 
town from financial responsibility for the boardwalk’s 
material replacement or other maintenance up to 20 years. 

During their April 27 meeting, Collyer 
announced a meeting of the minds had been achieved. 
“We worked with Representative Straus, the town’s 
administrator, and MassDOT ... now the town won’t have 
to worry,” he said. 

The price tag for the Shining Tides section hovers 
around $7,000,000. 

Now all vested parties can turn their full 
attention to Phases 2a and 2b. Kelleher said there will be 
challenges, primarily in engineering a project that protects 
neighboring private property owners along the railroad 
easement from Railroad Avenue through the Park Street 
neighborhood and entering the state’s park-and-ride area 
on North Street. Two difficult crossings, one at Railroad 
Avenue and another at North Street, are high on the list 
for careful planning.

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You may have heard that the town has appointed 
a committee, aptly titled the Holy Ghost Grounds 
Committee, to consider a variety of options for future use 
of the town-owned property on Park Street. The property, 
adjacent to the future bike-path extension, was originally 
owned by the Holy Ghost Society. The YMCA acquired 
the land, but their vision didn’t come to fruition. The 
Mattapoisett Lions Club, the next owners, had plans that 
suffered a similar fate, so the town acquired the valuable 
parcel for future use. 

It appears the future may be upon us. 

A recent stroll around the property brought 
back many memories of attending events there every 
spring and summer. The town has made significant 
improvements, including the in-process construction of 
new restrooms. The thought of new restrooms brought 
back some not-so-pleasant memories, however. There 
were no toilets! Two long, wood buildings - one for men 
and one for women - set off in the woods, had benches 
with holes cut in them and a trough underneath. Need I 
say more? 

Back in the day, the traditional Portuguese festejar 
(festival) which we all called “The Feast” was an annual 
event to celebrate the Feast of the Holy Ghost. Though a 
Catholic-centered event, it was open to all. The celebration 
began with a parade starting at the American Legion Hall 
on Depot Street. The marchers, often dressed in traditional 
attire, represented Queen Isabel of Portugal and her court. 

Hundreds of people attended the feast to eat 
and drink all day for free. The small building, which still 
stands, was the chapel where prayers were said, and 
offerings made. It was decorated with flowers, and there 
were tables laden with sweet breads. My mouth still 
waters when I think of the traditional Portuguese sopas, a 
soup made with beef, some vegetables and spices served 
over day-old crusty bread. (When my mother made it 
at home it was mostly bread, spices, a little linguica and 
water because beef was expensive. Mmmm, oh so good.) 

My friend Wayne Oliveira’s dad, Manny, would 
sit upon the bandstand playing the trombone and tuba 
in the Portuguese American band. I once climbed a tree 
behind the bandstand to watch the festivities and fell out.

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It was a 20-foot drop into a briar patch! No broken bones 
but plenty of scratches.

Gallons 
of Madeira wine would be consumed. Fun was the order 
of the day, and all went home stuffed and happy. 

The American Legion would hold their annual 
clambake there every summer. Dad was a member, and he 
and I would go there the day before and help set things 
up. [remember going in Johnny Sousa’s truck to gather 
seaweed at Ned’s Point beach and hauling it up to the 
Holy Ghost Grounds.

Sneak Peek at Town Meeting 
Marion Select Board 
By Mick Colageo 

Of the 34 warrant articles up for vote at the May 
12 Annual Town Meeting, the one that drew the most 
attention during Tuesday night’s “pre-Town Meeting” 
public hearing at the Music Hall was the $1,200,000 ladder 
truck being requested by the Marion Fire Department. 

Given the floor, resident Alan Menard estimated 
that the request accounts for 40% of items recommended 
by the Capital Improvements Planning Committee. Given 
the town’s 35-foot maximum allowable height for new 
constructions, he asked why. 

Town Administrator Geoff Gorman summarized 
that a replacement is needed for the 1991 truck that 
requires an annual $15,000 in maintenance. An exact 
duplicate would cost the town $2,000,000, and the truck 
being targeted for purchase will cost the town $400,000 
less than its initial proposal. The life expectancy of the 
recommended replacement is 30 years. 

Fire Chief Brian Jackvony noted that replacing the 
ladder truck is part of the town’s ISL certification, which 
sets insurance rates for the community soon facing an 
audit. 

As Jackvony explained, justifying a 96-foot 
extension into the air may seem unnecessary while 
driving down Main Street, where houses were built just 
back from the sidewalk. Today, he said, the zoning setback 
for Residence A-E is 35 feet from the property line to the 
building, meaning a truck parked in the middle of the 
road needs almost 60 feet of aerial ladder just to get to the 
house. He also noted that Marion has grown from homes 
measuring 2,000 square feet to 5,000 and sometimes 10,000 
square feet. 

Another matter of firefighting is method, which 
has changed with solar panels on houses. 

“That also makes the job of the firefighter more 
difficult,” said Jackvony, who said the truck becoming

manufacturer as other fire equipment in town. 

Jackvony said he looked at quotes from other 
communities and noted that a 2016 competitive grant 
would be awarded towns with more multiresidential 
facilities such as New Bedford and Wareham. 

A 10-year-old used truck, he said, would bring 
with it frame deterioration. The value of Marion’s current 
ladder truck is $4,500 in scrap, Jackvony said. 

Steve Nojeim of the CIPC thanked Jackvony for 
his work and asked if Marion can consider going in with 
surrounding towns on equipment that doesn’t get used as 
regularly. 

In answer to citizens’ questions related to the 
$122,000 line item to replace the Creek Road water main 
that was at one time brand new but never put into service, 
Department of Public Works Director Becky Tilden 
explained that the DPW’s “first thought was line the 
water main to put the existing one in service.” That plan 
was scrapped when it was learned the pipe was in bad 
condition, including cracks. 

Article 2 will ask voters to raise and appropriate 
$26,000,722 toward a FY24 operating budget of 
$27,516,635. Finance Director Judy Mooney went through 
line items explaining budget tweaks. 

Public Safety is up 5.5% to $2,208,546 due to 
the addition of a School Resource Officer and state- 
mandated police reform that will affect the Harbormaster 
Department. 

Schools are up 2.55% to $6,666,193, the Public 
Works Administration is up 3.44% to $2,323,881 and 
Pension and Insurance is up 8.49% to $4,285,980. Debt 
service will go up 24.62% to $665,298. 

Community Preservation Committee allocations 
were highlighted by $378,000 for Open Space / Historical /

Nojeim asked if the work (Articles 11, 18 and 19) 
of taking inventory and digitizing historic items could 
involve the local Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts, to which 
CPC Chairman Jeff Doubrava explained that the delicate 
work “dealing with old, irreplaceable items” necessitates 
the use of professional archivists. 

Article 28 will ask voters to authorize all Marion 
boards, commissions and committees to use the Mullin 
Rule.

During the regular agenda that preceded the 
public hearing on the Town Meeting Warrant, the Select 
Board heard a report from Board of Assessors Chairman 
TJ Walker and member Pat DeCosta on revaluation. 

With an injury in the office, Walker said the 
Assessor’s office relied heavily on DeCosta to offset a 
staffing shortage for a number of weeks but that tax bills 
are going out on time. 

Walker noted a drastic climb in average single- 
family house value in 2019. 

A resident said his home was assessed as a 
contemporary but had thought his house should be 
classified as a ranch. He asked about what software 
program Marion uses to evaluate properties. DeCosta 
explained that contemporaries usually go down in value 
but went up this year. ... “Everything is selling way above 
assessed value,” she said. 

Under Action Items, the Select Board approved 
the following: the Kittansett Club’s alcohol license, 
appointment of Norm Hills to the Joint Transportation 
Planning Group (JTPG), a sewer connection at 55 Pleasant 
Street and Water/Sewer commitments of $1,043.18 (final 
readings April 12) and $7,829.82 (final readings April 25.) 

In his Town Administrator’s Report, Geoff 
Gorman said the Annual Town Meeting will be held

Assistant to Maintain Title 
Rochester Select Board

The Rochester Select Board met on Monday and 
approved and signed the warrant for the May 22 Annual 
Town Meeting, with one big surprise. It was by a vote 
of 2-1, with board member Paul Ciaburri voting against. 
That negative vote from Ciaburri, who was attending 
remotely via Zoom, resulted from discussion of one of the 
salary items in the proposed $25,000,000 FY24 operating 
budget. 

Select Board Chairman Woody Hartley and 
member Brad Morse said they wanted to eliminate 
from the budget a Town Administrator Administrative 
Assistant position proposed by the new Personnel 
Board. They argued no one had discussed the plan for 
the new position with the Select Board in advance, and 
they wanted more time and needed more funding than 
budgeted to consider a new job that would be under the 
Select Board’s jurisdiction. 

Ciaburri asked, “Why can’t we let the people 
decide at Town Meeting?” Later in the discussion, 
Ciaburri added, “We’re giving raises to a lot of people in 
this budget. My question is why can’t we spend it on this 
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one?” 

Hartley and Morse, nonetheless, kept Town 
Administrator Glenn Cannon’s proposed changes to the 
warrant before voting to sign it. 

Before that motion, Personnel Board member 
Adam Murphy asked why his panel’s hard work 
reclassifying a job description over the past year was 
being rebuffed this way. He argued this is a change in 
a job classification, not a new job per se, and someone 
is already doing the duties in the job description. The 
Personnel Board’s specific goal was to streamline the job 
classifications within Town Hall, Murphy noted. 

The new Personnel bylaw states his panel’s 
mission is to categorize job descriptions to be financially 
compensated in a like manner. Now someone will keep 
doing those duties for less compensation, Murphy argued. 

Murphy also noted that Cannon sits in on 
every Personnel Board meeting. Why is that not enough 
advance notice of the panel’s decision making, he asked. 

Morse said the Select Board knows this oversight 
is Cannon’s responsibility, and Cannon has been 
spoken to about it. Cannon agreed, saying he takes full 
responsibility for the Select Board’s lack of adequate time 
to respond to the matter. 

Hartley admitted the Personnel review system 
could be more refined but added, “We are trying to be 
careful with the town’s money. We see a reduction in free 
cash in our future. This is a decision we had to make.” 
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In a follow-up interview, Ciaburri explained 
he feels that elevating the duties and compensation of 
the Select Board /Town Administrator’s administrative 
assistant was the right thing to do. 

“I feel the Personnel Board did their due diligence 
and have it correct,” Ciaburri said. “I’ve seen their hard 
work. This is what the Personnel Board was trying to do. 
Her job has changed. She has so much more work to do 
and should be compensated for it. What the Personnel 
Board did was absolutely right.” 

He said someone on Town Meeting floor could 
motion to retain the new position, “and that would be the 
right thing to do.” 

During Monday night’s meeting, Morse and 
Hartley whittled down the warrant they approved to 32 
articles to include combining two articles, one to eliminate 
the town’s Stretch building codes and the other to 
withdraw from the Green Communities program, into one 
article. 

The Stretch codes tighten the base building 
codes in the name of more energy-efficient construction 
but are an expensive part of being a Green Community. 
The town is reconsidering its participation in the Green 
Communities program as it explores the costs of building 
an addition to the Police station and building a new Fire 
station. 

The Select Board also approved a new approach 
to presenting articles at Town Meeting. Crediting Town 
Moderator David Arancio for his suggestion, Hartley 
proposed that speakers who can explain each article be 
introduced as each article is presented. All three Select 
Board members agreed. 

In other action, the board approved appointing 
Richard Forand as alternate building inspector. 

No future meeting date was set before 
adjournment. 


A Momentous Day 
Mattapoisett Select Board 
Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board 
By Marilou Newell 
“This is a momentous day for Mattapoisett,” 
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stated Select Board Chairman Tyler Macallister on April 
27. A long saga filled with real drama in the form of a 
pandemic and defective materials had sidelined the 
opening of the Shining Tide section of the Mattapoisett 
Bike Path, from Reservation Road to Goodspeed Island 
Road. 

Now, after many months of working with 
MassDOT and Representative William Straus, the 
Memorandum of Understanding which protects the town 
for up to 20 years was signed. By signing the document, 
the town agreed to take ownership of the structures, and 
the state promised to bear any costs from material failure. 

On April 28, the gates were unlocked. A formal 
opening is planned for May. 

Select Board member Jordan Collyer said he was 
pleased with the final language in the MOU and quipped 
that, “We are actually ahead of schedule.” A revised 
opening date of June 2023 had been set after earlier dates 
had to be pushed out. 

There remain other issues to be resolved, namely 
parking. 

Parking at the end of Reservation Road is strictly 
for golf-club members only. Town parking permits are not 
valid at this private beach area, Collyer stated. The private 
golf club has put up signs indicating the area is private. 
Parking at the Railroad Avenue parking lot has elongated 
slots for the exclusive use of boaters with trailers, but 
there are several lined spots for automobiles. There is no 
parking permitted at the end of Goodspeed Island Road. 
There is permit parking at the Landing off Mattapoisett 
Neck Road and three spots at the entrance of Brandt 
Beach on Brandt Island Road. 

Regarding shell fishing at Reservation Beach, 
Collyer said that between October 15 and April 30, the 
parking area may be used by those with shellfish permits, 
a long-held courtesy that the golf club has extended town 
residents. 

Boat-trailer parking was also discussed as a 
possible option at the town beach lot on Water Street. 
Select Board member Jodi Bauer said she wouldn’t want 
more than five slots available at that location for boaters. 

In other business, the matter of hiring a 
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new harbormaster was discussed. It was noted that 
municipalities are looking at new experience requirements 
for harbormasters, primarily one that would include 
state-authorized, police academy training. In a follow- 

up, Collyer said that it is difficult to find someone who 
has put in the time training, but that some aspects of 

the job are more law-enforcement related, making a 
harbormaster’s position a nuanced one. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said that the 
open position will be posted in the coming days. Collyer 
commented, “We are on borrowed time,” with the boating 
season about to begin. In the meantime, Lorenco, in 
cooperation with Sergeant Scott LeBlanc, is working on 
various harborside duties. 

Lorenco reported that the new road grader for 
the Highway Department has arrived as has the new fire 
truck. 

The Spring Town Meeting warrant is posted to 
the town’s website, and the League of Women Voters will 
hold a Candidates’ Night at Old Hammondtown School 
on Wednesday, May 3, at 6:30 pm. 

Later the same evening the Mattapoisett Marine 
Advisory Board met. Chairman Carlos DeSousa also 
commented on the open harbormaster position. He said 
the Select Board was putting together the job description. 
He also suggested that the board invite LeBlanc to the 
next board meeting.

having an authoritative presence at the wharves, and 
guest John Cornish said he was worried for his boat 
docked at the pier. DaSousa said he would ask Lorenco 
what is planned. 

DeSousa noted that work is pending on shellfish 
and that work is also pending on the dredging at Long 
Wharf. That project will now be scheduled for the fall 
or winter. Completed projects include the servicing of 
boats and installation of dinghy docks. Other docks need 
repairing. 

It was suggested that possibly students from 
a vocational-technical school might be able to help the 
town. DeSousa plans to explore the idea. He also said that 
bathrooms are open and being cleaned, the pump-out boat 
will be launched in the coming week and that freshwater 
and electrical service has been turned on. 

A Harbor Management Plan that was promoted 
by the previous Harbormaster Jamie McIntosh will not 
be moving forward at this time, it was noted. Regarding 
McIntosh, the board is planning to thank him for his 
service with a letter of appreciation. “We'll acknowledge 
his service to the community,” DaSousa said.

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Zuker Prepared to Go It Mishe 
Marion Planning Board

Developer Matt Zuker appeared before the 
Marion Planning Board on Monday night with an 
overview of his 48-unit, townhouse-style, residential 
development that he plans to construct off Route 6 near 
the Wareham town line. 

The Presubmission Conference was the opening 
act of an anticipated series of meetings that will feature 
vastly more-detailed presentations from delegated experts 
to vet a market-rate housing project requiring major site- 
plan review. 

“The plan has not really changed,” said Zuker, 
noting that the 78 Wareham Road project will include 36 
detached units and 12 attached (duplex units) starting in 
the low $600,000 range. 

Zuker told the Planning Board he plans on “a 
very extensive utility mitigation plan” with the town in 
terms of sewer and other infrastructure as agreed upon as 
a prelude to this process. 

The project is adjacent to Steen Realty’s 120-unit, 
Heron Cove (affordable-housing) development approved 
by the Zoning Board of Appeals but yet to break ground. 
It was noted during the meeting that Ken Steen has yet to 
pull a permit to begin construction on the site. 

“If we have to go alone in all the utility work, we 
said Zuker. 
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Asked by Planning Board Chairman Norm 
Hills what his intentions are toward compliance with Loca Ly owned 
Marion’s Inclusionary Zoning bylaw, Zuker said, “It'll 
be a payment. ...

Member Chris Collings asked about the sewer/ Li ndeman Ss Wi ne 
septic plan, to which Zuker said that water and sewer $9.99 


were part his deal with the town and will run from Point 
Road to River Road. A pumping station will be built on 


the property, along with a couple of smaller utilities. 260 Marion Road (Right over the Marion Line) Wareham 
Member Eileen Marum asked Zuker about electric 508-295-0016 + sullivanwineandspirits.com 
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utilities and clean energy. 

“The technology’s way better now, so in the past 
I would have pushed back on some of this stuff, but we 
have two (green-energy) projects going,” said Zuker, 
noting that the units will be built “solar-ready.” He added 
that heat pumps are “pretty effective now, even down 
below 32 (degrees F).” 

“One of the things I really appreciate is you did 
your homework,” said member Alanna Nelson. 

“The process to get it approved, you did a much 
better job (in 2022) presenting it. I think you did it the 
right way,” said Daniel. 

Attending remotely via Zoom, Town Planner 
Doug Guey-Lee instructed the board as to the process for 
major site-plan review, establish next rounds and holding 
special-permit hearings with “full scrutiny and detail in 
the very near future.” 

The board voted to request Zuker establish a 53G 
account with a $5,000 deposit to finance site-plan review 
by Field Engineering. 

Mass DOT is expected to perform a traffic-impact 
assessment that Guey-Lee called “pretty thorough.” 
Nonetheless, given the fact Zuker has done a traffic study 
and the state will conduct its own, Guey-Lee gave the 
board the option of conducting one itself. 

“1 think you'll be done before they get to the road 
work,” Hills told Zuker with respect to the impact of a 
new Weweantic Bridge. 

Zuker also noted he has a company that performs 
environmental studies for his projects. 

Asked by Daniel about a timeline for his “rolling 
development,” Zuker said the project could take between 
18 months and two years. “That would be my goal, but 
... [don’t want to finish them all and have 20 houses for 
sale.” Zuker hopes to build a few at a time and let visitors 
choose locations. 

The units closest to the water will be elevated 25 
feet above, as the project will be built on the side of a hill. 

It was agreed that Guey-Lee and Zuker will 
coordinate a schedule of presentations focusing on 
different aspects of the project as the board digs into the 
public-hearing process. 

Local developer Sherman Briggs was not present 
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for a discussion on erosion control at his Spring Street 
property that intensified after Guey-Lee reported that 
Building Commissioner Bob Grillo believes Briggs has 
met the threshold requiring vetting by the Planning Board 
for his activities at the site. 

Hills said Briggs “needs to file for a special permit 
with us ... a little late in the game, but we should still 
pursue this.” 

Twice, Briggs had filed with the town to build a 
residential development earmarked for senior citizens and 
both times pulled his application amidst disagreement 
primarily over the Inclusionary Zoning Bylaw requiring 
affordable units or payment in lieu thereof. 

Marum said Briggs has cleared away all the 
vegetation from the 3.55 acres. “It looks like a beach,” 
she said. It doesn’t appear to be Residence E (zoned), 
it looks like a contractor’s yard that should be zoned 
limited industrial. ... I believe Mr. Grillo needs to have a 
conversation with Mr. Briggs and have Mr. Briggs fill out 
what he’s done, what he plans to do, and how he’s going 
to repair the ground. 

“The other thing I’d like to see stopped is the 
burning.” Marum said the smoke carrying onto Fieldstone 
Lane is forcing residents there to remain in their houses. 

Member Jon Henry disputed that the burning is 
taking place on Briggs’ property. 

“We need to make sure we’re doing the Planning 
Board’s business,” interjected Guey-Lee. “Keep in mind 
Mr. Grillo has talked with Mr. Briggs ... long and short, 
Mr. Grillo has decided (Briggs) does need to get a special 
permit.” 

Guey-Lee agreed with Marum that if Briggs 
argues he is within the threshold not requiring a special 
permit, he must substantiate that to the Planning Board 
with supportive evidence. 

Henry argued that Grillo should adjudicate the 
situation, but Hills said, “It sounds like we’re beyond 
that.” 

“We need to talk to Sherman,” said member 
Tucker Burr, suggesting Grillo write him the letter stating 
he needs to apply for a special permit. 

While Guey-Lee and the Planning Board agreed 
a letter should come from the board (Guey-Lee), Collings 
agreed with Burr’s larger point. 

“If it has gotten to that point ... allow the man 
to address the issue and answer the questions on the 
record,” said Collings, who also argued that “the amount 
of debris removed there vastly outplaces what was 
brought in. ... I’m perplexed because other lots in this 
town have not had the same kind of aggressive oversight 
from this board.” 

“My caution light has been blinking. It looks 
more like incrimination rather than adjudication,” added 
Henry. 

“There were plenty of trees, shrubs, grasses, 
animals. Now it’s like a desert,” said Marum, defending 
her argument. 
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While Nelson noted that the area send dust flying 
in windy days, she suggested the board “stick very close 
to the zoning” issues when addressing Briggs about the 
matter. 

In referencing Guey-Lee’s letter, Collings 
suggested, “And Doug, more sunshine, less shade.” 

“T’ll try to be positive,” said Guey-Lee. 

In response to a request from the Zoning Board 
of Appeals for comments regarding its adjudication of 
an application for a variance in the height of a ground- 
mounted solar array in a residential area filed by Terry 
Buckley and Gail Cullen at 6 Derby Lane, the Planning 
Board determined that the ZBA can hear the case without 
a site-plan review. 

ZBA Chairperson Cynthia Callow, attending via 
Zoom, said the ZBA plans to hear the case on Thursday, 
May 25. 

Hills read aloud a citizens’ letter from former 
Select Board member John Waterman that describes the 
town’s Affordable /Inclusionary Housing Bylaw as a tax 
on new residential developments. 

Monday’s was the final Planning Board meeting 
for both Hills and Collings, who are not running for 
reelection. Daniel publicly thanked both for their service 
and “500 years” of hard work. 

Nelson, the vice chairperson, will preside over the 
next meeting of the Marion Planning Board scheduled for 
Monday, May 15, at 7:00 pm at the Police Station and also 
accessible live via Zoom. 


New House Improves Setbacks 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Mick Colageo 

Following an April 27 public hearing, the Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals unanimously voted to approve 
Theodore Duncan’s special permit to knock down his 
house at 17A Pine Grove Lane and build a new one on the 
same lot. The property is zoned Residence B. 

Representing Duncan, Brian Grady from G.A.F. 
Engineering described the project as a raze of a dwelling 
at least 70 years old with plans to construct a new house 
on the lot. 

“This gives us to ability to improve the 
nonconformity,” he said, detailing setback improvements 
as follows: The front setback will increase from 11.9 feet 
to 15 feet, the side setback from 7 feet to a conforming 38 
feet and the rear setback from 16-1 to a conforming 23-6. 
Though it won't factor, the bulkhead setback will be 17 
feet and the deck 16-6. 

“We're improving on the nonconformities, there 
will still be nonconformities. ... We’re actually making the 
situation better,” said Grady. 

ZBA Chairperson Cynthia Callow asked if the 
nonconformities go away when a house is demolished. 

Marion Building Commissioner Bob Grillo 
indicated that a land surveyor shows those setbacks and, 
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if there is a site plan in place, the applicant is allowed 
with a special permit to maintain those setbacks. If they 
get any closer, the applicant must obtain a variance. 

Abutter Mark Rochette said there is nothing in the 
site plan that would adversely affect them as neighbors 
and credited G.A.F. Engineering for the job. Grady 
delivered letters from other neighbors supporting the 
project. 

The ZBA also acknowledged requested 
correspondence sent back on April 14 by the Board 
of Health stating it has no problem with Duncan’s 
application. 

Callow reported to the ZBA that the state 
wrote Marion supporting Attorney Mark Bobrowski’s 
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contention that single-metering the water at Marion 
Village Estates does not constitute a “substantial change.” 

The ZBA, under Town Counsel’s advice, had 
ruled single-metering on the site to be a substantial 
change and thereby required developer Ken Steen to 
apply for a special permit and all that it would entail, 
including public hearings. 

Callow explained that because the ZBA 
allowed Steen to single-meter the water at the yet-to-be- 
constructed Heron Cove Estates project, the state said the 
town should also allow single-metering at Marion Village 
Estates. 

Having met with former Town Counsel Jon 
Witten, Town Administrator Geoff Gorman and Finance 
Director Judy Mooney to discuss a possible appeal of the 
state’s overrule of the ZBA’s decision, Callow reported 
that Witten advised that Superior Court typically bounces 
such matters back to the state office that made the ruling, 
and henceforth the town (Select Board) should negotiate 
with Steen. 

“It’s out of our hands, we no longer have to 
worry about it,” said Callow, who expressed frustration 
that the ZBA was repeatedly cautioned during the lengthy 
vetting process for Heron Cove Estates against making 
comparisons to Marion Village Estates, only to see 
Bobrowski’s appeal supported by the state on that very 
basis. 

After two years serving as chairperson, Callow 
told the members she would like to remain on the ZBA 
but step down from the chair. The members insisted she 
remain in her role and Callow accepted. She also noted 
that Dr. Ed Hoffer plans not to seek reelection to the ZBA. 
As a tenured associate, Danielle Engwert was offered the 
opportunity to serve in a full capacity and accepted. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for Thursday, May 25, at 6:30 pm. 


Proposed House by Pond Requires Closer Look 
Rochester Conservation Commission

Rochester’s Conservation Commission Tuesday 
decided the planners of the proposed construction of a 
new single-family home attached to an existing garage at 
485 Neck Road will need to file a Notice of Intent that will 
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allow the panel to oversee the project’s progress. 

Carmelo Nicolosi of Charon Associates, 
representing petitioners John and Stephanie Sullivan, met 
with the commission over a Request for Determination 
of Applicability to wetland-protection regulations. The 
board agreed that the work involved will affect wetlands 
as its restoration area is near Snipatuit Pond and is also 
close to Natural Heritage land. 

Nicolosi said the plan is to demolish an existing 
home and build a new three-bedroom house next to the 
existing garage. He said the house itself will be outside of 
the wetlands buffer zone. But the work will include a new 
septic system and associated grading. The current septic 
system will be pumped out and filled, he added. 

Commission member William Clapp focused his 
concern on how close the flagged wetlands area is to the 
edge of the lawn. Nicolosi said 20 to 25 feet depending on 
where one measures. 

Member Ben Bailey said the board’s decision 
should be “positive” because wetlands regulations do 
apply; the project will possibly affect wetlands. 

The board unanimously agreed after Chairman 
Christopher Gerrior said the project requires the filing of 
a Notice of Intent “and an Order of Conditions so we can 
oversee the work. We'll have the right to go on site and 
monitor what they do.” 

The board also requested the filing of a Notice of 
Intent in response to a tree-removal application filed for 
114 Mendell Road. 

Gerrior said the plan is to remove 25 trees within 
25 feet of a wetlands restoration area, work that will 
definitely require a NOI and board oversight. 

Bailey told developer Brian Correia and 
contractor Tyler Tavares that he doubted the trees could 
be removed without wetlands impact. He said excavators 
should not be used, and the commission likely will not 
allow the use of heavy equipment. He suggested using 
a “spider,” tree-clearing equipment that can be based on 
non-wetlands ground. He said this equipment is a more 
expensive option. “But we can’t take into consideration 
your financial burdens. That’s not what we were 
appointed to this board for,” he said. 
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Gerrior instructed Correia and Tavares to file 
the NOI after Conservation Agent Merilee Kelly said no 
formal vote was required in the case. 

Gerrior then updated the commission on 89 Box 
Turtle Drive and the year-long dispute over owner Doug 
Rose’s clearing of land too close to wetlands without a 
permit. Gerrior said the board has received what Rose 
thought it wanted, a plan that shows new tree plantings 
but does not show how the owner will restore the tree 
cutting within the wetlands. 

“What I see here is a complete lack of a 
restoration plan,” Bailey said. “It’s like we asked him to 
bring us lunch and we got an empty plate.” 

Gerrior said Town Counsel advises responding 
to Rose with a list of exactly what the board wants from 
him. Bailey said that is not the board’s job. It is Rose’s 
job to show how the restoration will be accomplished. 
Gerrior concluded discussion by asking Kelly to inform 
Town Counsel of what the board needs from Rose and to 
request access to visit the site. 

A year ago, the commission voted to begin 
delivering “noncriminal enforcement tickets” fining the 
property owner on a climbing scale of $50, then $100, then 
$300 per day. 

Kelly said Rose has been served with fines of 
$300 per day since April 19. None of these fines have been 
paid, she said. Meanwhile, serving Rose via a constable is 
costing the town $75 a day, she said, though this fee is to 
be taken from the fines Rose should be paying. 

The Conservation Commission’s next meeting 
is scheduled for Tuesday, May 16, at Town Hall, 1 
Constitution Way. 


ZBA Supports Attached Apartments 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Rochester’s Zoning Board of Appeals on April 27 
reviewed two proposals that turned single-family houses 
into multifamily dwellings. The board approved a special 
permit for construction of an in-law apartment above a 
garage at 24 Mayflower Lane, but the members weren’t 
sure about a plan to convert a basement into a dwelling 
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unit at 128 Dexter Lane. 

Sharon Grant's plan at her home on Mayflower 
Lane is to convert the upper level of her garage into an 
apartment for her aging parents, who will be selling the 
home they own on Rounseville Road. The design will 
include a living room, a kitchen, bedroom and bathroom 
and a deck and wraparound stairs attached to the 
northeast corner of the unit. 

The board endorsed the plan after acting 
chairman Richard Cutler noted the plan does not increase 
the structural floor area but that the house lot is too small 
to do this by right. 

Grant noted she has owned 24 Mayflower Lane 
since 1999, and her parents are also long-time Rochester 
residents. This led board member Donald Spirlet to 
remark before voting his approval that he was glad Grant 
was doing this. “People living here a long time should be 
able to do this,” he said. 

Carl MacDermott III’s request for a special 
permit and variances of minimum lot requirements 
and minimum required frontage so he may convert a 
basement into an apartment for his son at 128 Dexter Lane 
did not go as smoothly. 

MacDermott said his son, who has visitation 
rights to his two children after a divorce, needs a 
place to stay. His son works a lot of on-call hours as a 
Massachusetts State Police officer with the Homicide Unit, 
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for four bedrooms, he said. 

The board wrestled with one big sticking point. 
MacDermott has lived at the address only since 2019, less 
than the seven years of continuous residence required to 
convert a dwelling to “multifamily.” 

The strength of that requirement depends on 
which chapter of zoning bylaw is referenced in the 
decision the board makes, Cutler indicated. It’s why he 
proposed crafting a draft decision and running it by Town 
Counsel first. The board agreed to continue this hearing 
until its next meeting on Thursday, May 11. 

In other action, the board voted to cease holding 
hybrid meetings, wherein Zoom attendees are also 
allowed. This new policy will take effect after May 11 
because this meeting has already been posted as hybrid. 
The board also agreed, however, that a meeting may 
revert to hybrid when special circumstances warrant it. 

Cutler noted the special permit that the board 
granted to Five O’Clock Farm, a horse stable at 66 
Burgess Avenue, has been remanded back to the board 
for a rehearing as a result of a Land Court complaint. 
“The petitioners said they did not get the opportunity to 
discuss the decision,” Cutler explained. “The petitioner 
disagreed with the conditions.” 

That special permit rehearing was scheduled for 
May 25.

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More School Choice Slots in Grade 8 
ORR School Committee

It was determined at the April 27 meeting of the 
Old Rochester Regional School Committee that up to 12 
eighth graders will be allowed School Choice slots within 
the ORR District during the 2023-24 year. The vote will 
not change either the maximum of 125 School Choice 
students allowed in Grades 7-12 or the maximum 20 
students allowed slots in Grade 7. 

The committee voted unanimously to approve 
Old Rochester Youth Football’s request of four game days 
of use of the high school’s Multipurpose Field, each day 
including five games on either Saturdays or Sundays in 
September or October. 

“It’s a good relationship. We like having 
Bulldogs on campus,” said ORR High School Principal 
Mike Devoll, recommending a positive vote from the 
committee. 

Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson said 
that ORYF’s usage would be subject to weather, field 
conditions and the needs of the high school which take 
precedent. Devoll noted that an ORYF game day was 
cancelled last year due to weather-related field conditions. 

“I think last year we had the same conversation, 
we were able to make it happen. As far as I know, there 
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were no negative effects,” said committee member 

Jason Chisholm, adding that varsity football coach 

Bryce Guilbeault is supportive of the idea. “I think we 
should absolutely support this. I know we have to follow 
protocol, but it would be nice if (ORYF) didn’t have to 
come back every year.” 

The ORR District is the recipient of several 
donations of varying kinds. 

Approved by the ORR School Committee 
were: a Perkins Grant of $5,000 for class supplies and 
transportation earmarked toward high school students 
doing internships and a Northeast Food for Schools grant 
of $14,583 to procure local and minimally processed foods 
for ORR’s meals program in 2023-24. 

In separate votes, ORR’s DECA chapter became 
the recipient of three donations, $300 from Fieldstone, 
$500 from Hiller Dodge, Chrysler, Jeep and Ram and 
$500 from Basic Financial Charitable Foundation. The 
donations support the DECA program and particularly 
trips. 

In separate votes, the committee unanimously 
approved Memorandums of Agreement between the 
committee and the ORR Teachers Association for the 2022- 
23 and 2023-24 sports stipends. 

The committee voted to approve several 
donations, including two 5x7-inch plaques to be given 
students for the Director’s Award and the Woody Herman 
Jazz Award. FORM also donated an amount not to exceed 
$400 for pizza, water and desserts for the band and chorus 
students’ end-of-the-year festival celebration on May 26 at 
the Junior High. FORM was also approved for a donation 
of a $100 gift certificate to Symphony Music for the James 
Armour Award. The McNulty Family’s donation of a 
snare drum to the Music Department was also approved. 

The committee voted to accept two 12 book 
donations from Greg Hardy, including “Woke Racism” by 
John McWhorter and “False Alarm” by Bjorn Lomborg. 
Devoll explained to the committee that the school 
librarian reviewed the texts and found that the other 10 
books either met with negative or no professional reviews. 

Assistant Superintendent of Teaching and 
Learning Dr. Shari Federowicz updated the committee on 
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the literacy program and recognized committee member 
Rose Bowman for her work presenting on parent-teacher 
engagement. 

With help from Devoll, attending the ORR boy’s 
winter track-and-field team was recognized for its 2023 
Division 4 state championship. 

During public comment, Tom Kearns thanked 
the administration and the committee for the job they 
did in 2022-23 during trying times. He also thanked the 
librarian staff for its work and expressed confidence in the 
department. 

Nicki Demakis echoed Kearns’ sentiments and 
praised the committee and Matt Monteiro in particular 
for acting without bias and relying on experts in the 
evaluation of books. She also praised Chairperson 
Michelle Smith for her effort. 

Shortly after the public session began, the 
committee entered executive session and returned to 
public session. 

The next meeting of the ORR School Committee is 
scheduled for Thursday, May 18, and the next meeting of 
the Joint School Committee is scheduled for Wednesday, 
May 10. Both meetings begin at 6:30 pm at the ORR Junior 
High Media Room and are accessible live via Zoom.

I am writing in response to William Nussbaum’s 
letter, which was published in the April 13th edition of 
The Wanderer on behalf of the Mattapoisett Selectboard. 
First off, we welcome you to Mattapoisett, it is a great 
Town and we know you will enjoy living here. 

I know you have already spoken with Town 
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Administrator Michael Lorenco regarding the letter, 
but we did want to respond and use the opportunity 
to explain to readers the process of how tax rates are 
established annually. 

Everything begins on Town Meeting floor 
in May where all spending for the upcoming year is 
approved by a majority vote of taxpayers attending Town 
Meeting. Town Meeting is a culmination of efforts by 
Town Department Heads, Town Administrator, Capital 
Planning, Finance Committee, School Committee, 
Selectboard and many others putting together a balanced 
annual budget for the town for the upcoming fiscal 
year. This requires a lot of effort and time on behalf of 
all parties as the town is constrained by Proposition 2 
¥% which restricts increases in property taxes without 
overrides / exclusions. The Town has not sought an 
override in more than 10 years which means those 
involved in the budgetary process for the Town are 
exercising sound fiscal policy. With debt and new growth 
included, Mattapoisett’s 5-year average budget levy 
increase is approximately 3.8%. In the Southcoast region 
this average is only beaten by Dartmouth and Fairhaven 
(at 3.7% and 3.4% respectively), two communities with a 
large commercial presence which helps to offset increases 
in residential tax rates. Mattapoisett’s average increase 
bests several surrounding communities including 
Acushnet, Bourne, Carver, Freetown, Lakeville, Marion, 
Rochester and Westport over the last 5 years. 

So, what makes my tax bill jump more than 
2 %%? Over the last few years values of homes in 
Mattapoisett have risen approximately 36%. Each year 
the MA Department of Revenue mandates that values 
are adjusted based previous years qualified sales and 
a full recertification is performed every five years. The 
analysis of this data can be the trigger for an increase 
in assessed value of a residence due to a recent sale in 
the neighborhood which reflects an increase in property 
values in the area. This has had the biggest impact on 
localized increases in property values. 

It should be known that the Town’s first two 
quarterly tax bills are always estimates. The Town does 
not typically set a tax rate until late Fall, which results in 
a “true-up” of the final two quarterly tax bills. So, if you 
want to know what your true increase in your property 
taxes is from year to year, you must compare the total 
annual amount. Your tax bill is calculated by dividing 
your home’s assessed value by $1,000 and multiplying it 
by the Town’s approved tax rate. Though the Town may 
control the budget, the Town has little control over the 
market price of homes, and thus their calculated assessed 
value. 

The effective tax rates in Mattapoisett in the last 3 
year have been the following: 

2021 Tax Rate: $12.96 / $1000 assessed value 
2022 Tax Rate: $12.40/$1000 assessed value 
2023 Tax Rate: $11.25 /$1000 assessed value. 
Additionally, over the same time period, the Town 
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did not require the full 2.5% increase as permitted by law 
resulting in excess capacity (wiggle room if something 
were to change while still avoiding an override.) 
Everything discussed in this letter is also 
discussed in open forums at public meetings and 
available to viewed online on Zoom and meetings are 
recorded so the public can view a meeting if unable to 
attend. There is a lot of effort and thought that goes in 
to annual Town spending, and ultimately the decisions 
to spend taxpayers’ money is made by a vote of Town 
Meeting whether in the Spring or Fall. As members of 
the Selectboard, we take our job very seriously when 
it comes to endorsing spending articles on the Town 
Meeting Warrant and if approved, our duty is to follow 
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through with the “Will of Town Meeting” and to take any 
actions necessary to facilitate the execution of all matters 
approved at Town Meeting. 

Hoping to see all of you Town Meeting on May 
8th.

On April 20, 2023, The Mattapoisett Select Board 
met with the Town’s Finance Committee to review, among 
many items, an Article on the Warrant for Town Meeting 
on May 8, 2023 addressing elected officers’ compensation. 
One of those Elected Officers who has requested a raise 
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in their yearly salary from $80,000 to $87,500 is Highway 
Surveyor Garrett Bauer, while the other elected officer is 
Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger. Garrett Bauer is Select 
Board member Jodi Bauer’s son and Catherine Heuberger 
is Jodi Bauer’s cousin, by marriage. 

Mass G.L. c 268A, specifically Sections 19 and 
23(b)(2) & (3) apply to the conduct of elected officials 
in the Commonwealth, which includes elected Select 
Board members such as Ms. Bauer. It holds, in pertinent 
part, that a municipal employee may not participate in 
any particular matter in which she or a member of her 
immediate family (parents, children, siblings, spouse, and 
spouse’s parents, children, and siblings) has a financial 
interest. She also may not participate in any particular 
matter in which a prospective employer, or a business 
organization of which she is a director, officer, trustee, or 
employee has a financial interest. Participation includes 
discussing as well as voting on a matter, and delegating a 
matter to someone else. 

The law goes on to state that a “financial interest” 
may create a conflict of interest whether it is large or 
small, and positive or negative. In other words, it does not 
matter if a lot of money is involved or only a little. It also 
does not matter if you are putting money into your pocket 
or taking it out. If you, your immediate family, your 
business, or your employer have or has a financial interest 
in a matter, you may not participate. The financial interest 
must be direct and immediate or reasonably foreseeable 
to create a conflict. Financial interests which are remote, 
speculative or not sufficiently identifiable do not create 
conflicts. 

During this part of the meeting, not only did 
Jodi Bauer actively participate in discussions concerning 
a matter regarding a family member’s financial interest 
- Garrett Bauer’s requested salary increase - she openly 
advocated on his behalf while threatening that if Mr. 
Bauer did not receive the requested raise, he would leave 
the Town’s employ and the Town would be in a bind 
because only he and one other employee held a particular 
type of license to operate a piece of machinery; and that 
other employee, whom she happened to personally 
name in the meeting, would be going on a medical leave, 
thereby divulging confidential medical information

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about a Town employee. One must query how Ms. 

Bauer learned of this confidential medical information 

of another Town employee as a Select Board member 

but the fact that she lacked the ability to recognize the 
legal ramifications of her conduct should be concerning 
to all Mattapoisett voters.

Scream VI. Starring Melissa Barrera and Jenna Ortega. 
Directed by Matt Bettinelli-Olpin and Tyler Gillett.

“How are you still alive?” someone says, near the 
end of Scream VI, to someone who certainly seemed to be 
Ghostface fodder. The question would almost be funny, 
if it weren’t so frustrating, because we’re not sure why 
anyone in the movie is still alive, nor why some others 
are dead. One person takes a deep slash to the arm and 
is seen, not much later, using the arm as though it were 
untouched. Sometimes these discrepancies between those 
who should be dead but somehow aren’t, and those 
who suffer similar or even lesser damage but expire 
anyway, are due to changes made during editing, preview 
screenings, or even filming; sometimes, though, it’s just 
lazy screenwriting, and that explanation fits Scream VI 
best. 

“F—- this franchise,” someone else says — yes, 
these movies are as meta as ever — and that quote 
shows more relevance with each new sequel. The Scream 
franchise is three years shy of its 30th anniversary at this 
point, but that’s to be expected in the horror genre; hell, 
Halloween was 40 years old the last time it got rebooted. 
But the particular whodunit emphasis of this series means 
that each new entry has to up the ante and devise ever 
more convoluted motives for the killer(s), and by now 
the reveals have become rote, boring. Well, we know the 
killer can’t be Gale Weathers (Courteney Cox), the sole 
hangover from the 1996 original film. Nor, probably, is it 
the sisters Sam and Tara Carpenter (Melissa Barrera and 
Jenna Ortega), especially since Ortega has a Wednesday 
fanbase now, and Paramount isn’t going to lose any factor 
they have left to put butts in seats. 

Other than that, the masked Ghostface could 
be anyone, taunting our protagonists over the phone in 
that same insinuating growl through a voice modulator 
(though actually voiced, since day one in this series, by 
Roger L. Jackson). And when I say anyone, I generally 
mean anyone new to the series. That narrows it down 
nicely. The movie also brings back Kirby (Hayden 
Panettiere), Ghostface survivor turned driven FBI agent. 
Why? To jazz the longtime fans, which now means those 
who were around in 2011 to see Kirby’s last Scream 


appearance. The one thing I freely enjoyed here is Gale 
Weathers’ baffled reaction to Kirby, who she remembers as 
a kid, being in the FBI now: “You're, like, a zygote.” I get 
it, Gale. 2011 was five minutes ago for us Gen-Xers but 12 
long years ago for the young’uns. 

Is the merciless passage of time the only thing 
the Scream films have to scare us with now? Certainly the 
murder scenes are no more interesting or impactful. It’s 
just stab, stab, stab, though the killer does grab a shotgun 
at one point; hey, it’s New York City. Horror films of late 
have benefited from the MPAA’s lax attitude towards 
gory violence, probably at least since The Passion of the 
Christ and surely since 2008’s Rambo. What once would 
have obliged a slasher flick to go out unrated, or with 
a self-applied X, or later with an NC-17, now coasts by 
with an R rating. So in Scream VI, people take a few more 
knife thrusts than you expect, or we’ll glimpse a bit of 
intestines peeking out. It was said after Columbine that 
movie violence would get more restricted as a result 
(indeed, Scream 3 in 2000 was a casualty of that), but these 
days Americans don’t care if kids are shot in school, so the 
movies are back to being bloodthirsty. 

Anyway, the older sister Sam is the daughter 
of OG killer Billy Loomis (a de-aged Skeet Ulrich keeps 
turning up in Sam’s hallucinations), but at this point it’s 
clear she’s not going to take after him. The series, under 
the tutelage of directors Matt Bettinelli-Olpin and Tyler 
Gillett, has decided to be about putting the past behind us 
and embracing the future, which is very noble and “live, 
laugh, love” and all that, but looks awkward draped over 
what started, in Wes Craven’s and Kevin Williamson’s 
able hands, as a gory, nasty thriller. Well, the nastiness is 
gone and the gore feels thin and inconsequential. In the 
first two Scream movies, the self-referencing felt sharp and 
added to the fright and the fun. Now it just feels tossed 
in there because it’s a Scream film. Like the directors’ 
previous Scream film last year, it doesn’t sting us or stay 
with us. It’s just pausing on its way to becoming content 
on Paramount+, where it will submerge into the back 
catalog and seldom be heard from again.

point, the meeting was adjourned to be reconvened on 
Jan.11, 1773.The group’s findings were presented, and the 
Town Meeting adopted the resolves put forward in the 
Boston correspondence. 

Among the Resolves were: 

“Resolved, that we are entitled to all the Rights 
of natural born subjects of Great Britain; and have not 
forfeited said Rights.” In addition, the new taxes being 
levied were, “invariance of our Rights, established by 
Charter.” The Resolves also included, a “right to petition” 
and to “pursue every legal measure for our political 
salvation.” 

As the relationship with England continued 
to worsen, in March of 1775, Nathaniel Briggs, Joseph 
Parker and David Wing were chosen to make sure 
that the “Minute Men” had equipped themselves. This 
became important as 
a Rochester Company 
of “Minute Men” 
responded to the first 
call on April 19, 1775. 
They were led by Capt. 
Edward Hammond. A 
second “foot company” 
of militia responded to 
the “Lexington Alarm.” 
It was led by Capt. 
Nathaniel Hammond. 

Following the 
Colonial victory at 
Concord and Lexington, 
many more votes were 
taken at subsequent Town Meetings. On July 3, 1775, 
it was voted, “to hire one hundred pounds to buy war 
stores.” It was then voted that those who had good guns, 
but no ammunition should draw “1/2 pound of powder, 
ball answerable; they paying for the same or leaving their 
names.” 

In August of 1775, several local people donated 
216 3/4yds. of thick cloth to be made into army uniforms. 

On May 23, 1776, Town Meeting voted, “that 
when Congress shall declare Independence,” we will 
defend them with lives and fortunes.” Rev. Nobel Warren

Everett of Wareham who gave the Oration at Rochester’s 
Bicentennial Celebration stated, “Rochester furnished 
more men in proportion to territory or inhabitants than 
any other town in the Old Colony.” It is fitting that 
Rochester now has a memorial to those who served in the 
Revolutionary War. 

As we honor those men, we also want to 
remember the women, children and elders of those who 
fought and the sacrifices that they made. It is interesting 
to note that Town Meeting took two votes, one in 1777, 
to give supplies to soldiers’ families and another in 
1778, to provide for families of soldiers who were in the 
Continental Army.
